17A(d)(1) of the Exchange Act and Rules 17Ac2-1(c) and 17Ac2-2 thereunder; and c) pursuant
to Section 21B of the Exchange Act, Select FidelityTransfer Services, Ltd., shall pay a civil
money penalty in the amount of $325,000.
